SEE AFTER EFFECT BAD 


America has everything to lose and 
nothing to gain if continental Europe is 
piunged into a prolonged war. 

This was the consensus of opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday by Chicago's mant- 
facturers, The first great effect will be 
an advance in the price of foodstuffs. 
Ausiria-Hungary and Servia are both 
agricuitura’ countries, and their crops 
will be destroyed The bumper crops in 
the United States will piace this country 
in a position to supply a large part of the 
demand, but with the various Buropean 
nations bidding the prices will take an 
immediate Jump. South American crops 
have been unsuccessful and, therefore, 
the countries to the south will not compete 
seriously with American producers. 


Battles Take Harvesters. 
Should Russia and Germany become in- 
vol ved in the conflict, the agricultaral 
situation abroad will be still more seri- 
ous. The calling of the peasants and 
farmers to the battlefield will interfere 
with the harvests. 

The American brokers and speculators, 
as well as the farmers, will benefit at 
firat, but this will be more than counter- 
balanced by a general increase in priccs 
of the necessities of life, the burden of 
which will be borne by the consumer. 

The general ¢effcct of a war of short du- 
ration and of small scope will be to stim- 
ulate business, but this, in the opinion 
of many, will be followed by a depres- 
sion. It is pointed out by some that the 
depression through which the United 
States has been passing of late is partly 
due to the drain made on the money mar- 
kets of Europe by the Balkan war.

Franz Josef’s Demands Upon Servia 
Termed Unwarranted. 


“Emperor Frans Josef is not entering 
into war with a united monarchy. Hun- 
gary is opposed to it and its sympathies 
are largely with Servia. Hungarians, 
however, will support the crown if the 
dual monarchy is attacked by Russia.” 

Such is the sentiment expressed by two 
members of the lower house of the Hun- 
garian parliament who were in Chicago 
yesterday. They are members of a party 
of independents which came to this coun- 
try to raise funds for the campaign for 
the secret ballot in Hungary which. is 
sought to curb the power of the royal 
family. 

The two members of parlament are 
Buza Barna and L. Barabas. They assert 
the Hungarians have wanted their own 
army officered by their own people anu 
an almost complete divorcing of the rule 
of the two countries. 

The two members of parlament as- 
serted Austria's attitude toward Servia 
was without justice and that the Inde- 
pendent party was solid in its opposition 
to the present policy. 

Sendor Radonovitz, a former Heutenant 
in the Hungarian reserves, whose guests 
the two visitors were at dinner last even- 
ing, pointed out the significance of the 
fact that tn their toasts the Hungarians 
drank to Hungary and not to the dual 
monarchy.

sources in Europe, seize the opportunity 
to commit aggressions in Manchuria and 
in China? If England should be drawn 
into the war would Japan assume a threat- 
ening policy toward the United States in 
regard to the California land question? 


Hope Japan Keeps Out. 


While these are possibilities which will 


be watched, administration officials say 
they do not believe Japan will be found 
taking any aggressive attitude. 

They assert Japan would need a large 
foreign war loan if she contemplated any 
step which might lead to war. With Fu- 
rope engulfed in strife, Japap would be 
unabie to borrow money anywhere in the 
eastern hemisphere, while she would find 
it impossible to float a war loan in the 
United States under any circumstances. 

Secretary Bryan today received from 
Ambassador Penfield at Vienna a copy of 
the formal declaration of war issued by 
the Austrian government yesterday. 
This constitutes formal notice to the 
United States government that a state of 
War exists between Austria and Servia, 
and the Washington goverument is sup- 
posed to act accordingly hereafter. 


No Neutrality Promise? 
While it is customary for prociama 


of neutrality to-issue promptly ubdn a 


ceipt of formal notice of a declaration of 
war, Secretary Bryan said today that he 
had not considered the question at all, 
The secretary seemed rather surprised 
that it should be expected, He said the 
matter had not been presented to hint, 


and that he was unable to state what the 


procedure will be. 

The American Red Cross today took 
cognizance of the fact that a state of war 
exists and notified all ite chapters that 
contributions for Red Cross relief work 
in the field of the impending hostilities 
will be received héreafter until further 
notice. 


Two Warships a Problem. 

Should a general Conflict occur in Eu- 
rope, involving Greece in the impending 
struggle in the near east, a situation 
threatens to arise which may prove em- 
barrassing to the United States as the 
result of the sale to Greeos ot the United 
States battleship Mississippi. 

The Mississippi, with the Idaho was sold 
by the United States two weeks ago and 
ia now at Hampton Roads fitting out in 
pieparation for service in the Greek navy. 
The Greeks have possession of it and 
have changed its name to the Kilkifa. 
Should it appear that Greece is to be a 
Party to the impending struggle, it is be- 
lieved it will be meumdent upon the 
United States to prevent the sailing of 
the Kilkia from Hampton Roads. This

IMMIGRATION RECORD IS BROKER. 
(From the Philadelphia Poblic Ledger.) 

Advance figures serve to show that the number 
of immigrants for the fiscal year ending June 
80, as reported to the immigration bureaa, will 
exceed 1,355,000. 

The statistics of immigration form an interest- 
ing study, and plotted on a graphie chart with 
curves would show remarkable fluctuations de- 
pendent upon industrial and political conditions 
In 1880 the number had reached 369,980; by 1680 
it had grown only to 457,257, and actually fell 
to 448,572 in 1900. But by 1906 the fAgtires had 
more than doubled, reaching 1,027,421. The high 
water mark was attained with 1,286,349 in 1907; 
but the two following years brought a decided 
| falling off. to 751,786 in 1909, whenee the figures 
jumped again to 1,041,570 tn 1910. The statistics 
for 111 and 1912 fell far below the million mark, 
and 1918 made a record only inferior to that of 
six years before, with 1,197,882. Thus it ie seen 
that this year’s enumeration exceeds the best 
previous record by more than 70,000. From 1788 
to date the total is about 32,000,008. 

Pennsylvania ranks second in number of im- 
migrants, more than one-seventh of all arrivals 
giving this state as their destination. The num- 
ber reaching here last year was 162,744. of 
these, 59,466 came originally through the port 
of Philadelphia. 

Thus it is seen that ouf interest in the qual- 
ity of our potential citizens is more than aca- 
demic. Countless enterprises of magnitude with- 
in our borders depend upon the mental and 
physical capacity of those admitted upon inspeo- 
tion. Though the enumeration is simple envugh, 
it is impossible to estimate the infigence of the 
32,008,000 on our institutions.

Announcement for Congress Hits 
Wilson Dictatorship and Assails 
Democratic Tariff. 


Danville, III., July 2.—"“ Uncle Joe 
Cannon, deposed in 1910 as speaker of 
the national house and defeated in 1912 
for reélection to congress from the High- 
teenth district, Illinois, has bowed before 
a popular demand and ia in the race 
for his old seat again. 

In a formal announcement here today 
Mr. Cannon asserts that he had not 
sought the nomination, but that at the 
request of the pary leaders in his dis- 
trict he had consented to be a candidate, 
subject to the primaries of Sept. 9. 

Hias appeal is based on the need for the 
reénactment of a protective tariff, and, 
attacking the new Democratic act and 
the Wilson “ dictatorship,” he telis the 
voters to choose for themselves. 


WILL HEAR COLONEL, BUT— 


Senate Committee Probably Won’t 
Take Up Colombia Treaty Again 
This Session. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—The sen- 
ate foreign relations committee today de- 
ciied to inform Col. Roosevelt, in re 
sporise to his request for a hearing in op- 
position to the treaty to pay Colombia 
$25,000,000 for the partition of Panama, 
that he would be heard whenever the 
committee determined to take up the con- 
vention. Senators said, however, that it 
was not probable that any further consid- 
eration of the treaty would be had at this 
session of congress.

Potato Stew. 


ALF the deliciousness of some of 
the old fashioned stews cooked 
in the heavy iron kettle, and just 
the same proportion of the ex- 
cellence of the stew cooked in 

the covered casserole, was and is due to 
the fact that the stew has been kept 
closely covered while cooking. The dis- 
tilled water in vegetables is worth say~- 
ing, but it escapes isi open kettles. 

Even the greenest of vegetables, like 
spinach, may be best cooked covered, but 
the condition obligatory with the cover 
ja little fre. Too much fire brings out 
disagreeable qualities in many foods. It 
is a lesson which few cooks have lea: ned. 

Sometimes we have fancied that the 
iron kettle was the responsible element 
in those delicious old fashioned stews. 
It was, to the extent that it made for 
slow cooking, and cooking in iron pot 
days was slower because fire could not 
get so near the pot as in gas cooking 
times.

If you cook it over a small burner turned 
to the lowest point a cup will do; other- 
wise you will need more. Add a bit of 
salt; put it over the fre without the cover | 
and bring quickly to boil) Then cover | 
and turn down the burner 80 low that 
there will be no boiling out of the water. | 
The stew Will be done in from fifteen to 
twenty minutes. Grate some cheese in 
the bottom of a vegetable dish, put in | 
piece of butter, pour the stew over it. | 
and then grate cheese over it. 

It la better to have the cheese all pre- 
pared and to sprinkle it into the dish and 
over the potato. The best cheese is the 
Parmesan, home grated. Do not buy the 
grated or what some dealers tell you is 
just as good—namely: the Roman, which 
is exceedingly strong and somewhat 
rancid. 

The hard rinds of American cheese or 
any dried pieces of cheese are an excel- 
lent substitute for Parmesan when 
grated. These should never be thrown 
away. What can be grated from them 
makes an excellent addition to soup, 
adding food value, and to other yageta- 
bie dishes besides thie one. 

Thia stew is excellent, too, if served 
new onions are sliced up and cooked with 
the potato. Instead of using it asa stew, 
hot milk may be added to it for an exce]- 


lent potato soup.
